IHIRIY-FIVE PERSONS ARE KILLED. 


six Men Perlah and Many Injured b r 
iliimtlngr of an Oil T ank ot l*ar- 
kerslinrir, W. Va.—Exploalon of 
F irew ork» Kill» Seven. 


Tacoma, Wash., July 5.—The most 
appalling accident ever known in the 
history of Taconaa occurred Wednes­ 
day morning when the 8:30 Edison car, 
loaded with excursionists to see the pa­ 
rade, was dailied down 60 feet over the 
bridge at the gulch where the track 
runs from Delin street, burying the pas­ 
sengers, among whom were many wom­ 
en and children, under the wreck of the 
car. The car turned completely over 
and mangled the unfortunate victims 
into unrecognizable shapefe as the de­ 
bris crashed down the steep side of the 
gulch. 


By a correct count 35 men, women 
and children were killed in the accident 
and 18 were injured. Of these latter 
fully one-half will die. 


Where the car went off there i» a 
sharp curve, at the foot of a 
steep 
grade. Ju st how the accident occurred 
will never be known, but as the car 
struck the curve, instead of following 
the rails, it whirled completely over 
and pitched from the bridge, striking 
on its top, the heavy trucks and body 
of the car crashing the frail upper 
works to splinters and smashing’down 
upon the mass of men, women and chil­ 
dren with which the car was loaded. 


The car, which is one of the big box­ 
like affairs, was crowded to the doors, 
and every inch of space on the plat­ 
forms was taken. 
Men hung on tc 
the railings and were glad to be able 
to get a ride to the city, lor, like those 
inside, they were anxious to arrive 
early so as not to miss any of the In­ 
dependence day exercises.

chatting with each other, for they 
were nearly all acquainted, and every­

ning speed, and there was nothing tc 
bring it to a standstill, for the indine 
is steep.

Many of the crowd who were siand- 
ing near the car when it blew up were 
deluged with the falling oil, but were 
not seriously injured. The ofiieialsand 
workmen of the road who were killed 
wert blown down the track nearly 50 
yards and must have been instantly 
killed by the terrible force of the ex­ 
plosion. 
They were standing 
right 
where the explosion occurred and re­ 
ceived the full force of it. Some of the 
men who were killed were blow’n out 
Into the cornfield, and it was sometime 
before their bodies were found. The 
killed were all frightfully 
mangled. 
Their death was evidently from the 
force of the explosion and not from the 
burning oil, although Bome of them 
showed 
evidences 
of having 
been 
burned. 
Small fragments of human 
bodies were picked up around the scene 
of the explosion and some charred frag­ 
ments of bodies which had evidently 
been blown off and then burned.

They Held a Convention at St. 
Joseph, 


Last week fully twenty wagon loads 
of gypsies arrived In the twin cities 
and made their camp just this side of 
the St. Joseph river bridge. Gypsies 
are accustomed to traveling alone and 
the sudden accumulation of the brown 
Europeans here created some little 
speculation among citizens. The spec­ 
ulation ended In speculation.

noon the gypsies departed as suddenly 
as they had come.

It appears that last winter a number 
of gypsies were left In the north with 
out enough money to work to the 
warmer states of the south. The cold 
told on the tanned Asians and many of 
them perished. 


This year a movement was started 
by Garlo Marcie, who claims Kentucky 
as his home state, to organize the 
gypsies into one co-operating body. 
One of the results of the organization 
would be the transporting south In the 
fall of all members in the north, funds 
for the purpose being raised by 
mutual assessment.

A HUMANE BULLET. 


A C onnectlcnt Man iBTeata m Mlaalle 
W Ulch W ill Do A w ar w ith the 
Uanal P rl«h tfal I.«ccratioaa. 


Dr. Robert M. Mullings, of Norwalk, 
Conn., has Invented what he believes 
to be the most humane bullet yet of­ 
fered for use in civilized warfare. He 
asserts It will do nway with the fright­ 
ful lacerations about which b o much 
has been'written since the United 
States engaged In war with Spain. 


The bullet is not unlike an ordinary 
bullet^ except that it has an opening, 
which he calls a cunal, practicallj’ all 
the way through it. This opening, he 
maintains, will prevent the explosion 
of projectile air after the bullet has 
entered the body, and also will prevent 
the entrance of nir into the wound. 


The new bullet has a steel tube, ex­ 
tending from the tip to the butt, so 
fastened at each end as not to weaken 
the bullet or give it an opportunity 
to explode. At the back of the bullet, 
against the opening into the tube, Is 
an aluminum wad, to prevent the es­ 
cape of the gas generated by the pow- 
iler. 
As soon as the bullet leaves the 
shell this aluminum wad detaches 
itself, leaving the tube open.

British legation, 'me legation finally 
was burned and all the foreigners 
were killed. 


London, July 5.~A dispatch 
from 
Taku dated Saturday, June 30, and 
Chefoo, Tuesday, July 3, says that the 
British and Kussian admirals at a coun­ 
cil of war held on June 30, decided that 
it was impossible to attempt to re­ 
lieve Peking without greatly increased 
forces. 
They also concluded that it 
would be possible to hold Tientsin, 
but in the event of this not proving 
feasible, they will endeavor to retain 
possession of Taku. One hundred and 
forty thousand imperial troops are sta­ 
tioned ,between Peking- and Tientsin, 
while the total of the allied forces 
which can be concentrated at the pres­ 
ent barely number 20,000. 
It is re­ 
ported tha!t Gen. Nieh-Si-Chang is ad­ 
vancing for an attack on Tientsin with 
90,000 troops. 


Another report has been received at 
Taku to tlie elïect that the German 
g-uards rescued the body 
Baron von 
ICetteler, the late Cierman miaister to 
China, after he was murdered by the 
Chinese. 


“Not a single foreigner is now alive 
in Peking,” is the latest Chinese report 
which has reached Shanghai. Earlier 
reports from the same sources describe 
the condition of the British legation os 
something aw’ful. It is said' that the 
rooms of the legation were filled with 
sick and* wounded, the killed lying un­ 
buried in heaps, 


A dispatch to the 
Express 
from 
Shanghai says that according to the 
best military estimates, 500,000 men 
will be necessary to subjugate north­ 
ern China, and even then it will take 
two or three years. The forces of the 
Chinese empire have gathered such 
motion 
that 
even 
Japan’s 
full 
strength, launched now, will be un­ 
equal to the task of restoring order. 


The morning papers publish editor­ 
ials regarding the impotence of the 
great powers as shown by their ina­ 
bility to save their ministers. 


Bevolt>iug stories pre told of barbari­ 
ties prsciieed upon Japanese and Eu­ 
ropean prisoners captured on the way 
to Peking, though it was not known 
before that Admiral Seymour lost any 
prisoners. The Chinese troops march­ 
ing toward Tientsin, the Chinese saj', 
left behind them trails of rapine, fire 
and blood. 
Native women were rav­ 
ished and children were cut in two. 


According to roundabout reports, it 
is asserted by the Chinese that Prince 
Tuan is personally directing the a.^- 
sault upon the legations. He conferred 
honors and gave large sums of money 
and other presents to the leaders of 
the Boxers and the commanders of the 
troops w’ho drove back Admiral Sey­ 
mour, and also gave money to every sol­ 
dier taking part in the operation. 


An edict of Prince Tuan has reached 
Shanghai ordering the southern vice­ 
roys to assemble the vessenot Chinese 
fleet and to attack the warships at 
Shanghai. 


Japan is reported to be landing an 
army at Peetaughs, to the northward 
of Taku. The Japanese generals are 
believed to be about to move toward 
Peking, folloNving the plan previously 
formulated. 


The consensus of opinion among mil­ 
itary and naval authorities is that it 
will require at least .OOXiOO men to res­ 
cue the Europeans in Peking. The allies 
will have to hold Taku in strength and 
the occupation of strategic poiits on 
the railroad to ITentsin will be most 
difficult. 
Tientsin itself is none too 
strongly held.

LEGATION GUARDS ARE BEHEADED. 


ForelK uer« M aking; T h eir L aat Stand 
—3Iany A re p e a d o r W ouuded— 
Food 
and A m uinnltlon 
R u n n iu ir Short. 


London, July 4.—Couriers who are 
arriving at the seats of government of 
the 
southern 
vicerpys 
from 
their 
agency in Peking give vivid but frag­ 
mentary pictures of what is being en­ 
acted iu the capital. 
These couriers 
seemingly left Peking a daj" or two 
later than the messenger of Sir Robert 
Hart, the inspector general oícustom.s, 
who started on the night of June 24. 
They report that the heads of some of 
the captured legation guards were be­ 
ing borne througli. the streets at the 
top of spears, followed 
bj' 
zealots 
chanting: “Tapi YangKuei Tse; Tapi, 
Tapi!” (“Kill the foreign devils; kill, 
kill!”) • The city’s millions have been 
roused to patriotic fervor, breaking out 
into the wildest excesses, while over 
half the city could be heaid fighting 
around the legations. 


I 
MnkltiK n Lniit Stand. 


Sir Robert Hart’s runner, who w’a's 
interviewed by a correspondent of the 
.lixpress at Shanghai, supplemented the 
tragic sentences of the dispatch he bore 
by a narrative of some things he saw. 
He says the foreigners were making a 
last stand in the extensive buildings 
and inclosures of the British legation. 
They had many dead and 
wounded. 
Among them were some women and 
children. All were short of food, even 
of the commonest necéssaries. 
The 
women were starving, as they gave a 
part of their small allowance to the 
children. The foreigners, nevertheless, 
were holding out under a terrible fire, 
upheld by the hourly expectation of 
relief. 
They knew they would not be 
abandoned, and that the armies of their 
governments were advancing. 
Some­ 
times they thought they could hear ar­ 
tillery in action beyond the wall. They 
were unable to return the fire of the 
Chinese, except at moments when an 
assault seeméd imminent. 
Then the 
machine guns and repeating rifles tore 
the storming parties to pieces. 
The 
messenger expressed the belief that it 
would be impossible for the foreigners 
to resist much longer, as the Chinese 
were preparing to batter down the 
walls of the courtyard and their ammu­ 
nition was running low. 


Orders All Foreigner« K illed. 


Orders were given by Prince Tuan, 
the messenger saj's, that since some 
had been killed, not one other for­ 
eigner should be left alive. 
The Chi­ 
nese soldiers were exhorted to sac­ 
rifice their lives w’ithout hesitation, 
if by so doing they could help ex­ 
terminate the “Wang Kuei Tse.” Ex­ 
treme precautions had been taken to 
prevent th^ foreigners from commu­ 
nicating with anyone outside the city, 
and a number of runners who had 
been sent out were killed bj' the Chi­ 
nese. 
This messenger succeeded 
in 
getting through by smearing his face 
and clothes^vith blood and joining in 
the outcries against the “devils.” He 
passed the remains of foreigners of 
Admiral Seymour’s force 
who 
had 
been killed between Lang Fang and Lo 
Fu. 
Their bodies had been cut to 
pieces, and their head.s were carried 
at the ends of bamboos. 


A large army of Manchu 
Chinese 
imperial troops, with 20 guns, is re­ 
ported to be advancing in the direc­ 
tion of Tientsin. 


Reliance is placed in Shanghai on 
most of the statem ents made by the 
messenger, as he is knois’n to be faith­ 
ful to the foreigners. 


Fear the W omt. 


The consular body at Shanghai is 
of the opinion that, the food and am­ 
munition of the 
besieged 
legation 
forces at Peking having become ex­ 
hausted, they must be dead or im­ 
prisoned, and that it would be futile 
to make desperate elfort for their re-i 
lief with an inadequíKí? force. 
It i.s 
regarded at Shanghai 
as 
appalling 
that nothing is being done for the re­ 
lief of the be.sieged foreigners, and 
that they should be abandoned to a 
horrible fate. 
The inability of 1,00C 
men—the latest estimate of the aum- 
oer lauded—-to advance is explained 
by the statement that the Chinese 
army between Tientsin and 
Peking 
has been heavily reenforced, and that 
it has abundant artillery and numer­ 
ous cavalry, giving it large advantages 
over the allies. 
Ueconnoitering par­ 
ties run a great hazard of being sur­ 
rounded, captured and probably ex­ 
ecuted by torture. A long delay seems 
certain before an effective 
advance 
can be made. Severe fighting, accord­ 
ing to vague reports, continues around 
Tientsin. 


Reaalt *f • Plot. 


Various accounts of the murder of 
Baron Von Ketteler reach Shanghai. 
The correspondent of the Express- says 
that Prince Tuan, who is the dictator 
at the capital, tried- by means of a 
trap to induce the m inisters to leave 
the legations, so that they might be 
massacred by fanatics, thus evading 
governmental responsibility for their 
death. The American, Brltísh, French 
and Russian ministers suspeoted a plot 
and refused to leave the 
legations^

Oklahoma City, Okla., July 4. — A 
typical frontier demonstration and a 
rousing welcome from rough 
riders, 
CONY launchers and citizens of all classes, 
white, black and r»d, were accorded 
Tuesday to Gov. Theodore Koosevelt. 
The second annual reunion of Koose- 
velt’s famous regiment brought thou­ 
sands of strangers into this little west­ 
ern city. 
Of the 1,100 who originally 
comprised the regiment, about 200 were 
here to greet their colonel. 


O vation to nooüicvclt. 


The central figure was the New’ York 
g-overnor. and¡ the guests of the city 
vied with each other in extending to 
him a true western ovation. The gov­ 
ernor himself rode a black charger in 
the procession, which passed through 
the principal streets. He was cheered 
all along the line, the cry “Hurrah for 
Teddy!*’ being the prevailing 
senti­ 
ment. He was not attired in the garb 
of the rough riders, but wore a plain 
black cutaway coat. The brown .som­ 
brero and spurs on his boots alone 
marked him as the colonel of his fa­ 
mous regiment. 


The procession was formed of mem­ 
bers of the Grand Army of the Eepub­ 
lic, the United Confederate Veterans. 
L*avalry from Fort Reno, a band of red 
men in their native garb, members of 
the Twentieth Kansas, First Tennes­ 
see and Fir.st Colorado volunteer regi­ 
ments and civic organizations of Okla­ 
homa City and Guthrie. 


A D ra n in tic Scenc. 


The exercises of the day were held 
a t the fair grounds and were presided 
over by A. H. Classea, chairman of the 
local committee of entertainment. Gov. 
Barnes, of Oklahoma, and Mayor Van 
Winkle, of this city, made welcoming 
addresses and Mrs. N. A. Jennings, of 
New York, sang “The Star Spangled 
Banner.” Col. Roosevelt rose to his feet 
when the first strains of the soul-stir­ 
ring anthem were heard, and soon the 
entire assemblage of 5.00€ people was 
reverently standing. The scf ne became 
dramatic when a rough rider unfurled 
the stars and stripes and waved the 
banner over the governor's head.

The introduction of Gov. Bnosev^H 
was the signal for an extraordinary 
demonstration, and at times he could 
scarcfly proc»M*d' with lii« sddrt'ss on 
account oí ihe ai)piau?(‘. Foilowinirare 
extracts from the governor's speech; 
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“ Ye.u of Oklahoma founded tbl.s terri­ 
tory, this .state that I.s to be. beeause you 
came here not seeking a life of ea.«e, but 
anxlou.s to grapple with dillicultleii, and out 
of toll and labor arid peril to aehleve the 
splendid ultimate triumph. 
So It jnu.st he 
with the nations oi the earth, a nation 
that is rit to play Its part among the great 
peoples, a nation that does not w ant to 
take the place of Chjjia at the present day 
—look at China. China has not expanded, 
and never will expand. It Is not th&r kind 
of a country. A nation that does not -wish 
to become the China of the present day 
h as got to face and do its work among the 
great pivaple of the world. We can t .shrink 
from it. W e can only decide whether we 
will do It well or 111. And I appeal to the 
people of the great west, I appeal to the 
m en who fought In th« civil war and to 
th eir sons who came forward so gjadiy to 
offer all th a t they had when the nation 
called again. W hatever their party—I care 
nothing for their p arty —I appeal to them 
to see to it th at the nation does not shrink 
Irom its work, th at the flag which has so 
fa r been borne to honor, shall be upheld 
for evermore as the flag of the greatest, 
m ightiest nation of m ankind, a nation that 
ghrinks from no duty when duty calls. 


“No nation, no m atter how glorious Its 
record, can exist unless It practices—prac­ 
tices, mind you, not merely preaches—civic 
honesty, civic decency, #lvlc righteousness. 
No nation can perm anently prosper unless 
th e decaloigrue and th e golden rule are Its 
guides in public as In private life. Don’t 
get into the most foolish of attitudes of ad* 
m iring m ere smartness unaccompanied hy 
m oral purpose.

Nonitiiutlon Not Yet Made. 


K ansas City, Mo., July 5.—Amid scenes 
of tumultuous enthusiasm befitting such an 
event and such u day, the dem ocratic na­ 
tional 
convention 
began 
its 
sessions 
W ednesday. But after sitting until a late 
hour at night, the expected clim ax of the 
day—the nomination of W illiam J. Bryan 
as the dem ocratic candidate for presl- 
dent—has failed of realization, and all of 
the larger business 
of the 
convention 
awaits the completion of the platform . As 
a spectacular event, however, the conven­ 
tion fulAlled the hopes of tiie m ost fervid 
party man, for the vast assem blage of del- 
tgatos and spectators has twice been swept 
with whirlwind dem onstrations, first for 
the leader who is about to be placed in 
nomination, and then for that other cham ­ 
pion of democracy, David B. Hill. But in 
actual accom plishm ent the day's work is 
tonHhed to organisation w ith the speeches 
df temporary chairman. Gov. Thom as, of 
Colorado, and Perm anent Chairman Hon. 
Jam^s D. Richardson, the appointm ent of 
the various com m ittees and the detailed 
preparations for the more se rio u s' work 
y et In store 


C onvention Opened. 


At exactly 12:02 Chairman Jones ascended 
the platform and called tl\e body to order. 
The flrst business of the convention was 
the reading of the formal call, by Secre­ 
tary. W alsh. 
Chairman Jones announced 
the prayer by R ev. S. W. Neel. Follow ing 
the prayer came an address of welcom e by i 
Mayor Reed, of K ansas City. The dele- 


band took up “Atnertca,” and, IM bjr M lti 
Fultoni, the great mass of 20,000 people 
broke into the stirring words: “My Coun­ 
try, 'Tis of Thee,” singing it through with 
unction and closing It with a cheer. 


An O vation to H ill. 


Then, suddenly, somebody started the 
cry for "H ill,” “H ill.” 
In 
an Instant 
Maryland. Tennessee, Louisiana, M issis­ 
sippi, New M exico were on their feet w av­ 
ing their standards and yelling '‘H ill;” 
••Dave H ill.” 


The pounding of the chairm an’s gavel 
had no effect, and for a time it looked like 
a concerted m ovem ent to stampede for the 
New Yorker. 
As delegation after delega­ 
tion rose In their .seats and the chairm an’s 
gavel fell, Mr. Hill w as compelled to rise 
and bow. 


This was the signal for pandemonium, 
and nothing seemed to be able to stop the 
torrent of applause. 
A few hisses were 
met with volleys of cheers, and, |lnally, a 
part of New York’s delegation rose and 
joined the applauding hosts, Croker, Van 
W yck and the Tammany delegation left 
their seats, not joining in It. For fully ten 
m inutes the applause and disorder contin­ 
ued, the steady rap of the gavel having no 
effect. 
Each time a new state standard 
was pulled up and w aved the applause be­ 
gan anew. After his first bow to the audl- 
V'nce. Hill kept his seat, but he could not 
disguise the gratification that he felt at 
the reception accorded him. Friends urged 
him to take the platform, but he kept sh ak ­ 
ing his head negatively. On the platform 
the chairman and the sergeants-at-arm s 
tried in vain to got order. 


Finally, Hill, him self hoping to stem the 
torrents of applause, firose. Then the dele­ 
gates and the crowd howled them selves 
hoarse. 
”11111.” 
"Platform ,” 
they 
screamed. 


”Mr. Chairman,” he ejaculated, but his 
voice w’as drowned in the fierce outburst 
of applause. 
”Mr. Chairman,” he tried 
again to say, and then, drowned out again, 
sunk, laughing, in his seat. 


A fter 15 m inutes order was restored, Gov. 
Thomas administered a stern warning to 
the assem blage, stating that the conven­ 
tion w'as here to do business, and that if 
the spectators interrupted the w'ork by un­ 
seem ly disorder, the officers of the con ­ 
vention would be directed to clear the g a l­ 
leries. 


The call of states now began, tor nam- 
Ing the members of the various commlt- 
tees. 
This W'as a tedious work, covering 
all the caucus selections of the several 
states and territories 


gapes and spectators listened with atten­ 
tion, but no very great enthusiasm to the 
address, but heartily applauded the closing 
sentence. Senator Hill entered just at this 
moment, and the applause turned to him.

A few min­ 
utes later they renewed the call, but the 
audience was im patient to get on with the 
proceedings, and showed their disapproval 
with hisses.

When llnally the chalrmon was able to 
make his voice heard, he introduced Gov. 
Thomas, of Colorado, the temporary chair­ 
man. A round of applause greeted Gov. 
Thomas as he ascended the platform. 


H1.S severe arraignm ent 
of 
the 
•‘en­ 
trenched enem y” drew a ripple of applause, 
and as he proceeded his w’ell-^ounded sen­ 
tences were punctuated with generous and 
hearty martlfestutions of approval. 
Do» 
spite his strong voice, the confusion in the 
hall becam e so great that much of the 
speech w as lost to tlie delegates and spec­ 
tators. An Incessant hum sounded through 
the building, mingled with tlie rustle of 
thousands of faiui. the shullle of countless 
feet of m essengers and olHcluls and the 
occasional 
yell of some dem onstrative 
spectator. 
The audience grew fretful un­ 
der the disorder, and the inability to hear, 
and there were shouts of "Louder” mingled 
with demands for order. Gov. Thom as pro- 
ct eded boldly, however, and when above 
the racket he was heard to exclaim “South 
A frica,” the crowd caught the idea that he 
was paying tribute to the Boers, and a roar 
of onthusiasllc approval went up. There 
W'as another cheer when the crowil caught 
enough of the reference to Isthmian canal 
to know that It w as to be under American 
operation and control. 
At the conclusion 
of the speech, the building rang with ap­

The first semblance of genuine enthu- 
elusm w as created when the secretary of 
the convention, Charles A. 
W alsh, 
of 
Iowa, rose and read a resolution offered 
by Daniel J. Campau, of Michigan, that 
“ the declaration of independence, draft­ 
ed by that dem ocrat of dem ocrats, Thom­ 
as Jefferson, be read to the convention 
on this, the anniversary of the nation's 
natal day." 
W ith cheers and applause, 
the resolution w as adopted, w'hile the 
band in the south gallery played patri­ 
otic airs In lead of the enthusiasm . 


Then a dram atic scene occurred.

A t S:33, Chairman Thomas rapped the 
convention to order, although considera­ 
ble less than two-thirds of the delegates 
had arrived.

geld, of Illinois, who delivered an ad ­ 
dress.

again 
started the uproar that had marked the 
first session ot the convention. 
From all

cries of 
•‘H ill,” “H ill.” 
Mingled with calls for the 
New Yorker cam e hisses In plenty, and d e­ 
spite the vigorous use of the gavel, all 
sem blance of order was lost, and nothing 
could be heard save the calls of "H ill” and 
the disapproving hisses. 
The band In the 
galery struck up a lively air, but as soon 
as It subsided the uproar was as great as 
ever, the California delegation being prom­ 
inent in calling for Senator H ill. 
It w'as 
not possible for Gov. Altgeld to continue 
im mediately, and as the com m ittee on 
rules declared itself ready to report. Gov. 
A ltgeld discontinued his address and left 
the platform. 


C om m ittees Heiiort. 


The report of the com m ittees on rules 
and credentials were read and adopted. 
Chairman Thom as then called for the re­ 
port of the com m ittee on iiermanent or­ 
ganization. 
W iien it w as announced that 
Hon, J. D. Richardson, of Tennessee, had 
been selected 
as 
perm anent chairman, 
cheers swept over the great audience. 
Chairman Thomas, after the adoption of 
the report w ithout debate appointed a com ­ 
m ittee consisting of form er Gov, McCreary, 
of K entucky; Daniel Campau. of Michigan, 
and Mayor Phelan, of San Francisco, to 
escort the permanent chairm an to the p lat­ 
form. 
Mr. Richardson repeatedly bowed 
his acknowledgm ent of the cheers that 
sw ept in wave after w ave through the hall. 


In his remarks Mr, Richardson said that 
the republican party stands for empire. 
The dem ocratic party stands for the re­ 
public, for the declaration of Independ 
ence, and the con.'stltutlon of our country. 
He denounced trusts. 
His arraignm ent 
of the failure of the repubHcan party to 
establish bim etallism and the creation in ­ 
stead of a single gold standard was re­ 
ceived with m anlfestatlon.s of hearty ap ­ 
proval. 
He declared President M cKinley 
and his secretary of .state had done all 
In their power to nullify' and abrogate the 
Monroe doctrine, 
and 
said 
democracy 
stood for this doctrine and demands it« 
rigid enforcem ent. The policy of the ad ­ 
ministration w’lth reference to Porto Rico 
and the Philippines w'as denounced as 
equivocating and cowardly, and he de 
dared the present adm inistration to be 
incompetent to deal w'lth these questions 
The adm inistration he also bitterly ar­ 
raigned for the war scandals and the 
Cuban postal scandals. 
The speaker a c­ 
cused the republican party leaders of 
forming secret and entangling alliances 
of the most detestable character with 
Bngland. and denounces the failure to 
repeal or reduce war taxes on articles of 
prime necessity. 


The conclusion of Chairman Richard 
son’s speech, which he had arranged un 
cler 16 S3parate heads, 
was the signal 
for terrific applause and cheers. 


A W ild S cen e. 


H is , mention of the name of W. J 
Bryan brought the convention to Its feet 
in a frenzy of enthusiasm . 
D elegates 
sprang upon their chairs, w aving hats 
handkerchiefs and umbrellas in the wild 
est fashion. 
By a common Impulse, the 
poles bearing the nam es of the states 
were torn up and thrust into the a ir 
Then down the aisles toward the speak

Qhairman Towne rapped th e convention 
to order, and introduced Rev, Dr, Bigelow, 
of Cincinnati, wlio Invoked D ivine blessing 
upon the convention. After the reading of 
the call for the convention and the declara­ 
tion of independence. Temporary Chair­ 
man Towne introduced Dr. Howard S. T ay­ 
lor, of Chicago, a p oet oi the new political 
movement, 
who read his poem entitled 
“The Liberty Bell,” 


M r.. Towne then delivered an address. 
H is declaration that the republican plat­ 
form amounted to a repeal o f the declara­ 
tion of Independence, brought the dele­ 
gates to their feet, and his statem ent that 
the convention had met to rede<ilare the 
principles o i timt Instrum ent w as enthusi­ 
astically applauded.
